A col- 
lision between the Mussulmans, who 
were demonstrating- ag-ainst European 
control, and the British authorities, 
who have been installing- Christians as 
revenue officials, culminated Tuesday 
in bloody fig-hting- between the Mussul- 
mans and the British troops. 


Eiots took place in var.ous parts of 


the city and many have been killed. 
When the outbreak was fiercest a war 
ship stationed in the harbor began 
firing- shells with the result that a 
portion of the city is in flames. The 
greatest confusion and uproar pre- 
vails. 


The trouble beg-an with the attempt 


of the British military authorities to 
install Christian officials. 
They bad 


appointed a council of internal con- 
trol to administer the tithe revenues 
and a detachment of soldiers was sta- 
tioned outside the office as a pre- 
caution. 


A crowd of unarmed Mussulmans, 


who had been demonstrating ajainst 
the Christians, attempted to force an 
entrance into the office. 


The British soldiers fired and wound- 


ed several. 
The Mussulmans ran for 


their arms and returning- attacked the 
soldiers. 
Other Mussulmans soread 


rapidly through the Christian quarter, 
shooting into winnows and iettinp 
many houses and shops on fire. It is 


uried that the British consul has 


been killed.

intrepid t-ompankms with whom he 
set out over a year ago in search of 
the north pole? Are they alive and 
well in some distant and inaccessible 
•egion. from which it is impossible -W 
present to cosiaunicate with the civ- 
lized world? Are they still flouuder- 
ng hopelessly about in the ice-fields.of 
he arctic, seeking, as Nansen sought 
tor fifteen months, some outlet, some 
escape? Or have they yielded up tbeir 
Ives as havt so many brave explorers 
isfore them in search of that evasive 
will-o'-the-wisp? How close were they 
abte to approach the pole? 


Surely, no attempt to reach the pole 


ever seemed better asm red of a suc- 
cessful return. Setting out in a bal- 
loon, which Andre* had conclusively 
proven could under ordinary conditions 


directed at will, even at a low altt- 


£ude, they had a superior cha»ce of 
returning safely to Swaden «r soms 
other, northern co«ntry. 
Whether 


they reached tbe pole or not was a 
question which no one couTd settle, de- 
pending entirely upon unknown atmos- 
pheric conditions pr*Tailing there. 
However, they seem to have missed 
Lheir ehanws and to have become be- 
leaguered in the frozen north, with- 
out any means of return, even if they 
have not already yielded: up their lives. 


Starting from 
Spitsbergen 
on the 


llth day of July, IS97. 
they were 


equipped, with'food but'for two months. 
Herr A'nSree expected to land safely in 
Alaska or Siberia after crossing the 
polar region. 
If everything favored 


his efforts, he would reach and' cross 
the pole in three days from his start- 
ing and land in either North Asia or 
Alaska within a week. Should he land 
in some Isolated district it might take 
him, according to his calculations, a 
fortnight more to reach a point whence 
he could communicate with Europe. 
That b« should be gone longer than 
two months he never for aa instant 
considered. 


It is plainly evident that his failure 


to be heard from means some nsiehap 
to the balloon. Had he descended in 
some unfavorable locality he could, if 
egress proved too difficult to be at- 
tained, again begin an aeria! flight 
which would laud him more advanta- 
geously. Evidently, then, his balloon 
has been Impaired cr rendered'.entirely 
useless. It depends upon the locality 
in which this accident occurred wheth- 
er he is today alive or has shared' the 
fate of exploring predecessors.

exploring the pole would be tried. TLc 
balloon was to start from Spitzterg«n. 
where the inflation was to be enYcteJ. 
The estimated cost amounted to 130.- 
000 kroner, about J3C.OOO. A national 
subscription was opened, which was 
completed in a few days by g^nerr-us 
donors. The king of Sweden, wishing 
to show the interest taken by him in 
the expedition, gave 30.000 kroner. 
Others made up the sum. 


Having settled the financial aspect ot 


the question, Andre* made jcveral 
journeys all over Europe, in order to 
enter into personal communication 
with foreign scientific celebrities ar.J 
gain their views as to this enterprise. 
He visited, one by one. the aeronautic- 
al establishments, procuring at 
the 


same time samples of the tissues em- 
ployed and obtaining the *pinlous ot 
various constructors. Thereupon, on 
his return to Stocktroln, he carefully 
tested the samples which he had 
brought and gave the preference to 
Chinese pongee silk, cemented together 
in doable, three-fold and 
four-fold 


layers witb Tarnish. This tissue %AB 
advocated by- Laehambre, the French 
expert, to whom Andree entrusted the 
construction of tbe balloon, Tho con- 
struction was to- reach c total circum- 
ference of nearly 25* feet, a. diameter 
of over "0 feet and a eonical forma- 
tion at the base. The upper part was 
to be protected against rain and snow 
by a varnished silk cover to extend 
from the apex down almost to the 
base of the cover. By this means the 
entire- envelope was to be fully pro- 
tected' feom- ordinary climatic disturb- 
ances. 


For making up the envelope BOO 


pieces of pongee silk of best quality, 
each being from IT to IS metres long 
by about 4S centimeters wide, were 
used. 
AIT these pieces, after being ce- 


mented together were again tried be- 
fore being used. The trials were made 
by means ot a Perreaux dynamometer, 
under the control of JFessrs. P. D. 
Nordenfelel and Noel', engineers of the 
Xordejifeld company, to wltom Andree 
had entrusted the task of testing the 
materials used for the construction 
oi the balloon. 


The two hemispheres of the balloon 


were first formed. Their weight was 
960 kilos; and before proce«cling to the 
last equatorial closing seam they were 
given three coats of varnish, a fourth 
coat being given after the two halves 
had be-ju joined together. 
The net 


was thea affixed. It was composed of 
3S4 hemp. cor:ls.. each cord without 


manufacture sfep by step, then exam- 
ined minutely sail the parts and d*- 


ir*d the material to be faultless and 


Quite iu accordance with the desires 
expressed by Aodree. Thi* examina- 
tion was thoroughly satisfactory. 


Andree immediately prepared to da- 


part 
for SpUzberseu. 
In the ship 


Fram. in which Nansen recently re- 
turned from his northern expedition, 
he sailed, carrying the balloon and 
the 
appurtenances for inflating It. 


Arriving at Spitzbergen, a shed was 
erected to protect the balloon during 
inflation, and the work uegan. This 
was comjileted In a trifle over a fort- 
night, and the expedition was ready 
to sail by Jnly 1. 


The wjnd. which had keen favor- 


able daring the greater part of June, 
turned and blew dead from the north. 
At first It was supposed this would 
delay the departure but a few days. 
As it persistently continued and in- 
creased in velocity and was attended 
by frequent storms, impatience gave 
way to anxiety. Still matter* gr#»' 
worse rather than better, and after 
waiting for thirty days for a f«vor- 
able turn, it was decide* to postpone 
the departure owing to- the extreme 
lateness of the season, and the entire 
party, sadry discouraged aud disheart- 
ened, returned to- Europe: 


Early in May last year Affdree made 


his preparations for a second «flbrt. 
By June 1st everything was in order, 
and again ihe party sailed' for their 
rendezvous. Arriving1 about June 15, 
Inflation again began and proceeded 
until completed a week latar. Then 
a very careful examination was nrade 
of the balloon, and it was found that 
several small leaks bad been sprung. 
These were readily mended', and the 
huge structure was pronounced strong- 
er than it had originally.' been. So it 
seemed. Then, on July -*; Andre* an- 
nounced himself ready to-emb'ark. 


Between June 1 and July/ -K neither 


snow nor rain had fallen. 
_4t noon 


on the latter day a heavy storm set 
in and lasted for two days. It looked 
like a repetition of the ill' fortune 
of the previous year. On July 8, how- 
ever, the storm shitted, and" a- strong 
south wind set in. Andree waited 
two days longer, and then, oir July 
11. gave tbe order to cut loose the 
balloon. 


Au affecting scene preceded" the en- 


trance .of the brave trio Into tlie car. 
Particularly was the departure of Herr 
Strtnberg psthetic. He was tortured 
by a parting from his fiancee-;.-whom 
tie knew not whether he should ever 
see again.

At lust, however, Andree- gave 


the word, and the trio entered! the 
car.

suggested a. means of polar exploration 
•which promises better .success in ex- 
treme penetration 
than any 
means 


hitherto employed. 
Expeditions by 


land or sea have not succeeded in pen- 
etrating sufficiently far north to make 
their ultimate reaching ot the pole 
itssif at all likely. If the point itself 
is to be traversed, it evidently must 
he done by some aerial means such a* 
Andree has suggested. 


His plan suggested itself to him at 


least ten years ago, whan he had not 
yet completed his twenty-fifth year. 
He was then chief engineer of the gov- 
ernment patent office in Sweden and a 
professor in the Swedish Technical 
School. He had been experimenting 
in aeronautics for-Tour or five years, 
and had succeeded in reducing several 
theories for the control of a balloon 
to practice. He suggested his plan :nr 
polar e«ploration to th« Swedish Acad- 
emy of Scientists, and It was approved 
by them and their assistance prom- 
ised. Tt was this assistance that ulti- 
mately secured the expedition. 


Several of his early ascents were at- 


tended by perilous adventures. 
They 


were once attended by shipwreck on 
the Baltic. Once they carried 
him 


from Gothenburg orer the Baltic. Af- 
ter having crossed over the whole of 
Swadea, the reefs around the Isle of 
Gotland placed the greatest difficulties 
In the war of his landing. This near- 
ly cost him his life, but could not dfc- 
cotirage a man of his temperament 


It was ecrly In 1895 when Andree re-

FOUNDER OF FIRST EGYPTIAN 


DYNASTY REALLY EXISTED.

A very interesting discovery has 


l>e*u made by Dr. KorchimU or tift 
GJzth museum, -ahicii adds iffimeiisfc!y 
to our knowledge of early Egyptian 
history, provided it is fully sustained, 
says the London Chronicle. The schol- 
ars 
-j<- hitherto toM us l&ftt the or- 


igins of Egyptian history were wrap- 
ped in absolute obscurity, and in par- 
ticular that the founder of the first 
Egyptian dynasty, whose name was 
Menes. was a mythical person, like 
Cadmus of Thebes, ana old AccWseB. 
and many other worthies, who, in sim- 
pler times, were regarded as real men. 
To Menea was ascribed by the ancient 
Egyptians the canals of Etypt and the 
union of upper and lower Egypt into 
one kingdom. 
Last year a tomb was 


discovered near Thebes, and now Dr. 
Borchardt has identified that tomb 
with that of Menes, who turns out to 
have been a real character. The bones 
and the seal of Menes, whose body 
was burned, not embalmed, and the 
inscription in which he calls himself 
the king of upper apd lower Egypt, j 
have been so clearly identified that it 
would appear there is little ground for I 
doubt. At least the authority of M. de 
Morgan and Dr. Borchardt cannot 
lightly be set aside and they are agreed 
to thie tomb bting that of the real 
founder of the first Egyptian dynasty. 
In other words, Menes was no myth, 
but a real .human being, the founder of 
a kingdom which endured, under th» 
guidance of a great and powerful 
priesthood, for thousands of yeara. It 
is clear that there- is far more in an- 
cient tradition than the skepticism, of 
modern historians, especially of the 
German school, has been wont to ad- 
mit. Much of the old Roman tradition 
•et aside by Niebuhr has now been vin- 
dicated beyond all dispute by the actu- 
al evidence of brick and stone. 
The 


biblical records, which some of the cri- 
tics tried to dissolve into thin air, hav« 
been justified by tangible evidence. One 
school of critics resolved Abraham into 
a sun myth, but the personality of the 
mighty founder of the most tenacious 
race in human history stands out again 
in its imposing outlines. The German 
advanced criticism of the new testa- 
ment has been pretty severely handled 
by the still newer critics with the latest 
learning. It seems not unlikely that 
much of ancient history will be recon- 
structed, not as the subjective critics 
who evolved camels out of their moral 
consciousness imagined, but by.a very 
substantial incorporation of much that 
was held to be legendary or mythical 
into the surer history o£ the future. The 
new history calls archeology, cranio- 
logy and inscriptions tc its aid, and so 
earns for itself a position of strength 
which before our century was 
un- 


known". The strange paradox is brought 
about that the further we are removed 
from ancient times the more we know 
about them. In a special degree it may 
"Be said that a fairly complete recon- 
struction of Egyptian history and reli- 
gion would be a most important contri- 
bution to the knowledge of the history 
of mankind, and this knowledge seems 
to be on the point of being obtained. 
According to M. de Morgan, real Egyp- 
tian history begins with a race of con- 
querors whose origin was probably in 
Babylonia. 
They brought with them 


wheat and barley, the ox, the sheep, the 
goat, the beginnings of writing, and 
perhaps the use of tools. They blended 
with the prirai.tive' race living in th« 
stone age, and from that union the his- 
torical Egyptians proceeded. 
It was 


this mixed race which built the pyra- 
mids and temples. So far, if M. de Mor- 
gan is So be relied on, and there are 
few more trustworthy investigators, 
have the researches into the history ot 
old Egypt led us, and it is a long way.
